ADJUSTING TO DENTURES 

Q: Why is it so difficult to adjust to dentures? Aren't they made to fit 
individual mouths? 

A: Dentures are not teeth, nor do the/function like natural teeth- 
They are prosthetic replacements similar to replacing a lost leg or 
arm. 

How they fit, initially, depends on how much gums have healed (or 
shrunk) frqm the time teeth were extracted, and how much the 
mouth tissues have changed. Healing is usually complete within six 
months. . .. 

The upper denture will take about^24 'hours after, insertion to settle 
in and feel secure. The lower denture will take considerably longer, 
though, because the muscles of the tongue, cheeks and lips lend to 
dislodge it. The wearer must learn to chew bilaterally, control the 
movement of the lower denture with the tongue, and proctice 
speaking. Adjusting to new dentures is a learning experience that 
takes patience, practice, and determination.
